The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner has 
not found any Prior Art references describing a portable computer comprising a latch 
member and a power switch controlling a power supply to an LCD backlight of said 
portable computer according to the position of said latch, wherein said latch and said 
switch are located in the same accommodating part either in the display or in the base 
part of said computer.
